It has been reported that plans are now being 
laid for commercial production of the new ty pe 
power plant for automobiles. It is too premature 
to predict an instant revolution in automobiles in 
favor of such a car when it appears, but the 
economy of operation will certainly bear great 
weight with the public and if the car can be sold 
for a moderate figure, its success is inevitable. 


DIESEL POWERED AUTOMOBILES 
The mechanical minded population of the 
country is watching with interest the develop­ 
ment of the Diesel ty pe engine for automobiles. 
C. L. Cummins of Columbus, Indiana, is the de­ 
signer of the first light weight unit of this ty pe 
and he has been carry ing on his ex periments for 
the past five y ears. 
The most recent test, which brings the subject 
to mind, is the test run across the continent that 
was made a short time ago. On the trip from New 
York to Los Angeles, a distance of 3,7 7 4 miles, Mr. 
Cummins obtained an average of 34.6 miles to 
the gallon of fuel oil, a total consumption of 109 
gallons being used on the trip. The cost of the 
fuel for this journey was only $7 .63. 
Such economy of operation arouses the inter­ 
est of the automobile owner in no uncertain de­ 
gree. The q uestion that immediately comes to 
mind is — will it be possible to develop such a 
power unit to the point where it can be success­ 
fully used in cars of popular price. Mr. Cum­ 
mins seems to hold the answer to that q uestion 
and if and when it is answered in the affirm­ 
ative depends on his further ingenuity and skill. 
Diesel engines have long been noted for their 
power, efficiency , and economy of operation. The 
stationary ty pe has been used for y ears for 
marine, locomotive and industrial power. 
The 
great weight and huge size has heretofore made 


i t impossible to use in light weight mobile units 
such as automobiles. 
It will be remembered that Mr. Cummins en­ 
tered one of his oil burning cars in the 500 mile 
race in Indianapolis in 1934. It did not attain 
spectacular speed as was ex pected as the partici­ 
pation was in the nature of an endurance and 
economy test rather than a speed trial. The car 
completed the grind successfully without refuel­ 
ing. However, a successful high rate of speed

NOT ALWAYS THE CROSSING 
The common mistake made by most people in 
thinking of automobile accidents at railroad 
crossings is that they consider the crossing in­ 
stead of the driver. 
A railroad crossing is a danger only when and 
to the ex tent that it is made so by careless driv­ 
ing. The automobile is what we must think 
about, and not the crossing. We must change 
practices instead of grades. Ninety per cent of 
all auto accidents occur on the highway s. Not 
over 10 per cent occur at grade crossings. 
Grade changes will not prevent accidents at 
intersections and elsewhere on the highway s, but 
improved or safe practices in driving will prevent 
them every where. 
Grade changes cause heavy tax burdens and 
tie up a large amount of money for unproductive 
purposes, while y et leaving 90 per cent of the 
hazard of automobile accidents uncared for. 
As long as we have with us the driver who 
never looks to right or left in places of potential 
danger, who drives at wreckless speed in con­ 
gested areas and why disregards the safety of 
others at every turn, we will have automobile ac­ 
cidents regardless of grade crossings or any oth­ 
er fix ed danger. 
And it is nearly alway s this 
sort of driver who gets caught at the grade 
crossing. 
Let us req uire safe driving, which costs noth­ 
ing, y et will remove the hazard not only at grade 
crossings but on the highway s also.
